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Final Rejection 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under 
section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant 
for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if 
the international application designated the United States and was published under 
Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claims 20-23 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 

by Furukawa et al (US 6,449,238). 

Claim 20, Furukawa et al shows a recording medium reproducing unit 
including: a recording medium reproducing device (Fig. 1); a lead wire 470 (Figs. 2 and 
16) connected to a circuit board 11 (Fig. 2; column 17, line 57) and being a flat 
conductor, the lead wire for at least one of supplying electric power and transmitting a 
signal to the circuit board; and a fastening structure including a first fastening 
mechanism 476 (Column 18, lines 27-55) for fastening the lead wire to be led out in a 
first direction, and a second fastening mechanism 479 for fastening the lead wire to be 
led out in an second direction, which is opposite to the first direction. 

Claim 21, Furukawa et al shows that the fastening structure fastens the lead 
wire to be lead out in the first direction and the second direction. 

Claim 22, Furukawa further shows that the fastening structure comprises a 
hook (Fig. 16, column 18, lines 36-38). 
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Claim 23, Furukawa further shows that the first direction is a direction toward 
a back side of the recording medium reproducing unit, and the second direction is a 
direction toward a front side of the recording medium reproducing unit (Figs. 2 and 
16). 

Claim 25, Furukawa et al further shows that the fastening structure 476 is 
positioned near a bending member 448 for bending the lead wire. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a 
whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Furukawa et al in view of Saitoh (US 6,288,908). 

Claim 24, Furukawa et al fails to show the detailed structure of 479. 

Saitoh shows a fastening structure 3a (Fig. 2), which is L shaped, and the lead 
wire is lead out along the leaner legs of the fastening structure. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to apply Saitoh's structure into Furukawa et aTs device. The rationale is as 
follows: Furukawa does not show that detailed structure of fastening structure 479. 
Saitoh shows an L shaped structure and teaches that it makes the influence giving to 
the height of PC as small as possible (Column 1, lines 63-65). One of ordinary skill in 
the art would have been motivated to apply Saitoh's structure to minimize the 
influence to the height. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 20-25 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
